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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 4-6 and 1 5-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 4-6, the closest prior art does not teach a conditioning system 

for sterilizing products within sealed packages as set forth in claim 4. The system 
includes a unit with a quadrilateral cross section having two pairs of parallel sidewalls in 
which the unit is subdivided into one or aligned stages. The system further includes a 
plurality of pressure sealing doors to seal one stage from another, and a pressure 
source to increase the pressure within a stage to a sufficient level to prevent sealed 
packages from bursting upon application of heat . The system also includes a first and 
second set of microwave sources directly connected to a set of opposing sidewalls in a 
manner such that the sources emit microwaves at a right angle to the axis of advance of 
products advancing through the unit. 

Harris (U.S. Publication No. 2003/0209542) discloses a conditioning system 
capable of sterilizing products within sealed packages comprising: 

A unit (34) having two pairs of parallel sidewalls to form a conduit having 
substantially quadrilateral cross-section (Figures 3, 4 and 6; paragraph 35); 

A conveyor (paragraph 38), and 

A first and second set of microwave sources (numeral 24; Figures 2 and 6) for 
creating a microwave field for heating products (12) advancing through said tunnel 
(Figures 5 & 6). Harris does not disclose, nor provides any motivation for a tunnel that 
is subdivided into one or more consecutively aligned stages with a plurality of pressure 
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sealing doors to seal at least one stage to form a gaseous tight sealed pressurizable 
stage; and a pressurizing means for controlling the pressure of said pressurizable stage 
and for increasing the pressure within said pressurizable stage to a sufficient level to 
prevent sealed packages from bursting upon application of heat. 

Regarding claims 15-20, the closest prior art does not disclose a conditioning 
system for sterilizing a plurality of products that includes a unit with a plurality of stages 
including a plurality of pressure sealing doors, and a heating means as well as a 
conveyor as disclosed in claim 15; in combination with the limitation of a controller that 
automatically moves the microwave sources to move the microwave field depending on 
the temperature measurements of the products within the unit. 

Chitre et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,687,895) discloses a conditioning system that is 
capable of altering the power of a microwave source in accordance with the 
temperature measurements of a product. However, as discussed by the Applicant in an 
Interview filed November 29, 2007, the altering of power to a microwave source would 
merely reduce the amplitude of the microwave field and not move or create a 
larger/smaller microwave field. Therefore, claims 4-6 and 15-20 are allowed.
